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Natural birth control method okay with church

SAN DIEGO—Modern methods of 
natural family planning (NFP) are as 
effective as any artificial birth control 
method. NFP methods are also safe, 


- morally acceptable and approved by the 


church, according to a natural family 
planning specialist. 

These new methods are as effective as 
the pill—98 percent—in postponing preg- 


‘nancies, and are also effective in planning 


a pregnancy, especially for couples 
experiencing an infertility problem, said 
NFP instructor Anne Fitch, RN. - 


And the Concerned Citizens for Human 
Life (CCHL), a nonsectarian group which 
Mrs. Fitch serves as president, is now 
offering a correspondence course in NFP 
instruction for $5 per couple. 


THESE METHODS, Billing’s and Symto- 
Thermal, are not to be confused with the 
rhythm method, which was only about 86 
percent effective and was not effective for 
women who were not instructed properly 
or who were experiencing irregular cycles, 
Mrs. Fitch said. 


Whereas the rhythm method was based 
on calculations, the Billing’s method is 
based on charting and observing the 
cervical mucus, she added. 


When the mucus indicates fertility, 
sexual abstinence is required, she stated. 
But once a couple knows the wife’s mucus 
pattern, the abstinence is usually for just 
about seven days, Mrs. Fitch said. 


RESEARCH indicates, she related, that 


“the combined fertility. of a couple makes _ 
A conception possible only 25 percent ofthe 
; time.” 


In the late 1950s, Dr. John and Evelyn 
Billings of Australia discovered that a 


woman's cervical mucus undergoes a 


change, reflecting the rising levels of 
estrogen, as she approaches ovulation, 
Mrs. Fitch said. 


The Billing’s Ovulation method is based 


on the woman's observation on a daily 


basis of her genital mucus secretions 
which occur during the fertile part of the 
cycle, the NFP instructor said. 


“WITH INSTRUCTION a couple can very 
easily learn to identify these changes in 
cervical secretions and also become 
aware of many other surrounding 
symptoms which the body portrays when 
fertile. 


“Then they make a loving agreement to 
engage in or abstain from intimate union 
depending on their desire to have a baby 
or postpone pregnancy,” Mrs. Fitch said.

Pope to visit 
U.S. in Sept. 


As Southern Cross was going to press 
Wednesday National Catholic News 
Service reported tentative plans are 
being made for a visit to the United States 
by Pope John Paul Il which would begin i in 
late September and include stops in Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. 


Although there has been no official 
announcement of the trip, information 
about it is available from. knowledgeable 
sources in the United States and abroad. 


The trip would last for more than a week 
and would include a major address to the 
United Nations, a meeting with President 
Carter and visits to several U.S. cities. 


Most frequently mentioned as likely 
stops are New York, Washington, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. 


A swing through U.S. cities by Pope John 
Paul would mark the first such tour by a 
pope.

“ESTROGEN IS produced by the 
maturing follicle, the container of the egg, 
and travels in the bloodstream. One of the 
things estrogen does is to regenerate the 
lining of the uterus that has been shed in 
the previous menstruation. 


“It stimulates the glands of the cervix to 
produce the mucus, which is the lubrica- 
tion necessary for the sperm to travel to 
the egg and penetrate it, causing 
pregnancy. The mucus also feeds the 
sperm, maintaining their lives for 72 
hours,” giving a sperm more time to find 
the egg. 


Mrs. Fitch said, “There are artificial 
barriers, such as a diaphram, to keep the 
sperm from reaching the ovaries, but the 
body creates its own natural barriers.” 


DURING THE infertile parts of the cycle, 
the cervix is dry and the mucus forms a 
natural, impenetrable barrier to the 
sperm, which will die within a few hours 
under these conditions right at the site of 
deposit. 


In her course, Mrs. Fitch teaches her 
students how to chart cervical secretions 
and thus determine when the fertile and 
infertile parts of the cycle occur. 


The charting process will also enable a 
couple desiring pregnancy to know when 
the wife’s peak fertility time is, she 
explained. 

“A WEEK OF ee abstinence before 
the peak—building up the husband’s 
sperm count—timed to coincide with a 
‘honeymoon night’ or two over the peak is 
very likely to bring success,” she added. 
- The Sympto-Thermal method combines 


the Billing’s and Temperature methods in 


charting a woman’s cervical mucus 
secretions and the rise in her basal body 
temperature to determine time and 
ovulation. 

This combined method is especially 
beneficial for women who may find it 
difficult to determine the consistency of 
their cervical mucus secretions, she said. 


Mrs. Fitch stresses other advantages of 
NFP besides planning or postpone preg- 
nancies. 


“BECAUSE IT (NFP). ‘voles accept- 
ance of the natural fertility cycle with a 
mutual loving agreement by husband and 
wife regarding abstinence during the 
fertile part of the woman's cycle, it 
encourages couples to explore the many 
ways of expressing tenderness and love 
which foster mutual growth and conjugal 
Joy. 

“In addition,” she said, “the in-depth 
communication, working together and

the practice of this method has resulted in 
a marriage-building art rather-than a form 
of contraception.” 


Mrs. Fitch teaches NFP in an effort to 
combat the “contraceptive mentality” 
which she believes exists in the world 
today and which gives rise to abortions. 


NFP AIDS respect for human life and 
marriage and helps couples realize that 
the marital act is part of the sacrament of 
matrimony, Mrs. Fitch said. 


“| think we forget that the sacrament is 
not complete until the couple has 
consecrated the marriage in the first act of 
sexual union. And each time they engage 
in it they are renewing their sacrament of 
marriage,” she said. 


FERTILITY awareness is also an 
important part of her NFP classes. 


“We are all too ignorant of what is really 
happening in our bodies,” she said. “I 
think that is the whole thing about the 
Billing’s method. It gives a woman a new 
insight into the actual functioning of her 
body.”

aware of the “tremendous miracles that 
go on every day in their bodies, so they will 
have more respect for the health of their 
bodies. 


“AND THUS,” she adds, “they would not 
be as likely to pop a pill in their mouths 
every morning, which upsets the whole 
hormonal balance that comes with their 
bodies by nature.” 


Mrs. Fitch is one of about 32 NFP 
instructors trained by the San Diego 
diocesan Responsible Parenthood 
program under the direction of Laura 
Kristal. 


She has been teaching NFP for three 
years in several parishes including her 
own, Our Lady of Grace, El Cajon.

California bishops urge 
farm strike settlement 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC)—Saying that 
conflict in California’s farm labor strike 
“appears to have escalated to a point. of 
increased danger to all parties,” Califor- 
nia’s Catholic bishops have issued a state- 
ment urging a quick and peaceful 
settlement to the Sree ened 
strike. 


“We, the Catholic bishops of California, 
deplore the conflict, physical injury and 
property damage that have resulted from 
this protracted strike,” the bishops said in 
a statement released Tuesday. 


“WE DO NOT intend to assign blame to 
any party for the stress and conflict which 
have prevailed. Rather, recognizing the 
basic goodwill and the desire for a just and 
peaceful settlement on the part of the 
growers and farmworkers, we call upon 
both parties to return at once to the 
bargaining table,” the bishops said. 


There have been several reports of 


violence in California in recent weeks 
between growers, farmworkers and law 
enforcement officials. The bishops, in 
their statement, noted that the violence is 
becoming dangerous to all parties, 
including the general public. 


“We would urge the parties to enter 
intense good faith negotiations im- 
mediately, both to lessen the dangers of 
renewed conflict and to bring peace to 
California’s fields,” the bishop said. 


THE BISHOPS urged both sides to call 
upon a third party to aid the mediation 
process and said they “stand ready to offer 
all assistance’ that would help the 
negotiations. 


There are 22 Catholic bishops in 
California. A spokesman for the arch- 
diocese of San Francisco, where the state- 
ment was released, said the statement 
was signed by all of them.

ROME— Another Ugandan priest has been killed by the 
forces of deposed President Idi Amin, according to 
unconfirmed reports reaching the Italian Verona Fathers 
from Uganda. Two other priests, both military chaplains, 
were reported captured by Amin’s troops and may also 
be dead. 


BOSTON—Gov. Edward King of Massachusetts signed 
into law legislation severely restricting the use of public 
funds for abortion. The law limits state funding to welfare 
cases where the attending physician has certified in 
writing that the abortion is necessary to prevent the death 
of the mother. 


BUENOS AIRES, neaentead The Delegation of Israeli 
Associations in Argentina has complained that the 
Catholic religion is being taught in public schools under 
new compulsory programs for moral and civic education. 
Other Jewish sources in Argentina said the courses 
include anti-Semitic material. 


WASHINGTON—“The time seems opportune for 
action” to pass a national health care program, according 
to Francis Butler, U.S. Catholic Conference associate 
secretary for domestic social development. Butler made 
his comment after President Carter introduced his 
national health insurance program. 


NEW YORK—The American Jewish Committee has 
called Pope John Paul II's visit to the former Nazi 
concentration camp at Auschwitz “a powerful symbol of 
moral conscience that is of historic magnitude.” 


ROME—An editorial in a major Italian newspaper 
speculated that the coincidence of the first popular 
elections to the European Parliament and the end of the 
first papal trip to a communist-ruled country might be a 
sign that religious and national boundaries are 
shattering. 


WASHINGTON—Pro-Life groups expressed disap- 
pointment with the decision by a California judge to 
dismiss murder charges against Dr. William Waddill, 
accused of strangling an abortion survivor in 1977. 


QUEZALTENANGO, Guatemala—Prompted by the 
surprise resignation of Guatemalan Bishop Luis Manresa 
of Quezaltenango, priests, religious and lay people 
petitioned Pope John Paul II not to accept it. The group 
said outside pressure forced the bishop to submit his 
resignation. 


LODI, N.J.—More than 600 separated and divorced 
Catholics heard words of love, encouragement and hope 
at a Day of Celebration sponsored by the Ministry to 
Divorced Catholics of the Newark archdiocese at Felician 
College in Lodi. 


DAYTON, Ohio—A national eenierence “The Church, 
the Charismatics and Mary,” will be held at the University 
of Dayton, July 13-15, featuring several internationally 
known Mariologists. 


OAKLAND—The institute for Pastoral. Ministry 
sponsored by the National Office of Black Catholics is 
scheduled to meet July 1-13 at Dominican College in San 
Rafael. 


SANTIAGO, Chile—A bishops’ committee in charge of 
negotiating the return to classes by 103 seminarians at 
Chile’s Catholic University now under government inter- 
vention said that there must be freedom for Christian 
thought on campus. 


SAN FRANCISCO—The California Court of Appeals, in 
a 2-1 vote, upheld a state law restricting Medicaid funds 
for abortion and requiring that the parents of a minor 
contemplating an abortion be notified before the 
operation is performed.

SAN DIEGO—Parishes in 
the diocese of San Diego 
now have 44 more master 
catechists available to train 
their religious education 
(CCD) teachers. f 


On Sunday, June 10, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher pre- 
sented the new graduates 
with their certificates dur- 
ing a concelebrated mass 
in the Immaculata Church 
on the University of San 
Diego campus. 

OF THE 44, 35 are from 
San Diego County and nine 
are from Imperial County. 
Three are priests, 2 per- 
manent deacons, 12 sis- 
ters, 6 laymen and 21 lay- 
women. 


The new class now makes 
70 master catechists—the 


first class graduated last 
year—the diocese has 
trained to teach the Basic 
Catechist Course (BCC).

THE IDEA is to find a way 
to help parishes get a grip 
on what is meant by 
evangelization, according 
to Sister Joan Krogmeier, 
who is heading the study 
group. 

Sister Krogmeier is in 
charge of evangelization for 
Our Lady of the Rosary 
Cathedral, and Bishop 
Phillip F. Straling appointed 
her to head the steering 
committee. Its members 
were part of a group formed 
before the diocese was 
created. 


After the summer survey 
is completed, it is hoped 
that those who are actively 
involved in parish evangel- 
ization would become 
consultants, to help: other 
parishes become involved, 
Sister Krogmeier said. 


“WE CAN'T do that until 
we ourselves know what we 
mean by evangelization,” 
she emphasized to the 
study committee.

A recent reader's letter has spurred a 
reply: 

“The June 7 SC photo of the mort- 
gage burning at St. Louis Church, 
Cathedral City, raises a question. I’ve 
been taught by the church that divorce, 
killing, and the selling of drugs and 
bodies are mortal sins, and to avoid 
anyone connected with any of: these. 
Yet everyone of the movie stars 
pictured has divorced several times 
and more than one of them are friendly 
with the Mafia! On the other hand, my 
dear friend, a decent woman, was 
unfortunate enough to have been 
divorced after a Presbyterian marriage 
and cannot receive holy communion 
because she is “living in sin” with her 
new husband. How can the church 
justify all this? Does money mean all 
that much? | am very perplexed and 
annoyed.” 


One thing’s for certain: if Southern Cross 
photos have to be of the upright and godly 
folk alone, the staff photographer is going 
to have a terribly boring job while the rest 
of us head for the hills! 


Our questioner is without doubt 
sincere—but also and admittedly per- 
plexed and annoyed. And. angry. That's 
a bad combination because it confuses 
our thinking and gets many things mixed 
up. What he/she is saying is fairly clear; 
but more important is the underlying 
feeling: “I’m being cheated! It’s not fair! 
Chalk up another victory of hearsay and 
unwarranted emotional backlash.

Reject the sin, but never abandon the sinner 


woman: What are the facts? If the woman is 
a Catholic and if she was married outside 
of the church—then there was no marriage 


to begin with. If she stays single or marries 


in the church, there’s no problem. (By the 
way, it’s amazing how many divorced 
persons who do not remarry think that they 
cannot receive the. sacraments. That’s 
totally wrong.) 


It’s not for our questioner to judge but, 
rather, urge the woman to seek advice 
from the marriage tribunal either in San 
Diego or San Bernardino. They are most 
understanding and extremely cooperative. 
The ignorance about marriage law is 
simply astounding among the faithful. 


Then there are the alleged bad guys in 
the infamous photo—Frank Sinatra, 
Sammy Davis Jr., and smack in the 
middle—poor Father Alfred Geimer! The 
immediate reactions seem to be: “These 
guys are trying to buy their way into 
heaven!” or “Boy, the Church will do 
anything for money!” 

What are we supposed to do, then, when 
a public sinner (if such is the case) wants 
to do a good deed? It seems obvious that 
our questioner would appropriate to 
himself the words of Peter: “May you and 
your money go to hell, for thinking that you 
can buy God’s gift with money!” (Acts 
8:20). 

As A. Bunker would:say: “Case closed!” 
and that would definitely be that—dead 
bodies, Mafia and everything else 
included. And thus you run the danger of 
driving a person even further away from 
the church. 


On the other hand, look at the Lord's 
gentleness. When he encountered a sinner 
he didn’t go into a rejection-fit. He never 
crushed the bruised reed. Take Peter, for 
example: Jesus knew beforehand that 
Peter would deny him but that didn’t stop 
the Lord from loving him. Jesus indeed 
knew how to be strict—but he was also 
gentle. 


Maybe what any public sinner is saying 
when he does a good deed is this: “I know 


that I’m in the wrong, but right now I’m too 


weak and lacking in courage to change my 
ways. But please believe that I’m not all 
bad and I’m doing what | can do right now. 
It’s not much, but it’s all | have.” __ 

What we really need to do, if we are going 
to be loyal to Christ, is to reject the sin but 
never, never abandon the sinner.

So now it’s official. The U.S. Supreme 
Court has upheld the view that a tax 
exemption for parents who send their 
children to private schools is unconstitu- 
tional if most of the private schools 
involved are church related. Never mind 
that most of the money pays tha actual 
cost of an education in such secularly 
valued subjects as reading, writing, and 
arithmetic. That's to be ignored as the 
Supreme Court zeroes in on that decisive 
church connection; even though a direct 
contribution to those very same churches 
is tax deductible. 


But hold on a minute. What if you were to 
try to deduct an $800 contribution to a 
church which had provided your child with 
an $800 education. Well, the IRS wouldn't 
be fooled for an instant. The IRS insists 
that you first deduct the fair value of the 
education received from your “gift” to the 
church before taking a tax deduction on 
your contribution. The IRS knows that the 
education you bought for your child isn’t 
entitled to a tax deduction as a church 
contribution. 


Where the Supreme Court “can’t” see 
the value for value exchanged in these tax 
exemptions, and insists that the church 
link is the decisive issue; the IRS “can’t” 
see the church link and insists the 
exchange of value for value is the decisive 
issue. 


We lose both ways. 


But whatever happened to the First 
Amendment guarantee that: “Congress 
shall make no law...prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof;...” of religion. It is long 
past time for the governments of this 
country to stop imposing and maintaining 
artificial economic barriers to the free 


exercise of religion by those who reject the 
government-controlled education be- 
cause of its moral defects. 


Many hold that if separation of church 
and state has any valid meaning, it should 
mean separating the state from any power 
to dictate the total education of their 
children under penalty of being deprived 
of an equal share in the state’s educational 
dollar. z

A peaceful prayer life without the 
mortification of desires is impossible. 
Uncontrolled desires, because they are 
uncontrolled, can make us seasick when 
we sit down to pray.

The sign of peace at mass—! am like many 
other people who don’t care for it. Why not 
just drop it? 

Without question the sign of peace has 
its roots in biblical and liturgical tradition. 
Its purpose is not to provide the 
opportunity for “instant friendship” or to 


be a substitute for one of those horrible’ 


name tags that raunchily announces, “Hi! 
I'm...” Rather, the sign of peace is a sym- 
bol of our desire for peace in our lives and 
in the world; through whatever gesture we 
choose we are exteriorizing an interior 
sentiment. 

Therefore, it is not at all necessary to 
know the name of the person next to us; 
indeed, to expect that the stranger should 
tell us his or her name is contrary to the 
biblical understanding of aname which is 
always viewed as being personal and 
sacred. 


So it is unimportant whether the other 
person is friend, acquaintance or

While we can rightly be edified by sucha 
belief, the scriptures really take that 
maxim one step further. God both 
proposes and disposes. Before we ask 
what that does to human responsibility, 
let's see the evidence for. the biblical 
maxim first. And the readings for our feast 
give all the evidence we need. 


THE FIRST reading, from the book of 
Isaiah, provides the clearest argument for 
what we can call total providence. It is one 
of a series of poems depicting a 
mysterious figure whom the scholars have 
called “the suffering servant of Yahweh.” 


~ Precisely whom the prophet had in mind 
when he wrote these poems is unknown,

God has destined us to rest in an ever 
renewed vision of his greatness, but we 
seem to enjoy drifting about aimlessly in 
the dark with our rudder of discernment 
broken. 


Therefore, we must give up our old way 
of life and put aside our old self “which 
gets corrupted by following illusory 
desires.” (Ephesians 4:22). Our minds 
must be renewed and spiritually turned 
around so that we “can put on the new self 
that has been created in God's way, in the 
goodness and holiness of the truth” 
(Ephesians 4:24). 


TO KEEP OUR gaze fixed on the 
greatness of God in prayer, as a sailor 
would fix his attention on the harbor, takes 
considerable skill, especially when the 
winds of contrary desires are blowing. 


St. Paul exhorts us to offer the members 
of our body to God so that sin will no longer 
bring_our bodily desires under obedience 
(Romans 6:12). In this way our desires will 
be brought into subjection to God and 
there will be peace. 


Peace is for those who desire peace. 
Peace is in knowing how to control the 
desires and center them on God. Peace is 
for those who seek peace. 


stranger; what we are trying to express by 
the gesture is this: “I recognize all people 
in you and by wishing you peace | wantthe 
same for everyone | may encounter in 
life.” 


As to what gesture should accompany 
this sign of peace, common sense and 
reverence should be the determinants. 
For a complete stranger, maybe just a 
word or formal shaking of hands is quite 
ample. Personally, | don’t like to be pawed 
over or crushed in a huge embrace. (On 
the other hand, it does appear silly to see 
husbands and wives shaking hands with 
each other and with their children.) 


Of course the sign of peace can become 
routine. Several years ago Margaret 
Meade remarked that we Catholics do 
have a problem with ritual—there is 
always a danger of routine when the same 
action is performed repeatedly. Perhaps 
this is why the General Instruction makes 
the sign of peace optional. It might be well 


which is why we called him a mysterious 
figure. 

The early church from the beginning 
identified Jesus as the suffering servant 
and interpreted the poems as depicting 
him carrying out his mission of salvation to 
all the nations. 


A SWIFT READING of our present poem 
shows how readily such an interpretation 
can be justified. 


But the contemporary church, just for 
this Sunday's feast, applies the poem to 
John the Baptist. And the over-riding 
reason is because it speaks of the Lord 
calling him “from birth” and of giving him 
his name from his “mother’s womb.” 

How true this is of the Baptist we see 
from Luke’s gospel where the angel tells 
Zechariah that his future son’s name is to 
be John (1:13). Our gospel reading tells 
the story of Zechariah’s compliance with 
the angel's command, which is really an 
expression of God’s will.

to omit it now and then. 


As to where the sign of peace should — 


occur, it has fluctuated historically: 
sometimes at the Offertory, sometimes 
where we have it now. There is some 
justification for suggesting that it be at the 
very beginning or end of mass. 


What's the general reaction to this idea of 
face-to-face confession? 


Today the whole matter is optional; the 
most important thing is that provision 
must be made and available for those 
penitents who do not wish their faces to be 


seen. How many people prefer the “open” 


to the “secret” confession depends on a 
number of human factors. My experience 
is that it’s about 50-50. 


As a confessor, | personally prefer the 
face-to-face approach and for several 
reasons. First of all, there’s something 
spooky and totally impersonal about com- 
municating with a sort of disembodied

our total providence. From womb to tomb 
God.has care for his own. 

You will find no discussion in the Bible 
about when the implanted seed becomes 
a human person. And.that’s because the 
biblical authors see things always from 
God's side. His presence and his care are 
there from the beginning, and even 
before. . 

Doesn't this make puppets out of 
human persons? If God is always there, 
“calling the shots,” how can we be said to 
be free? 


PARADOXICALLY, the one conviction 
that the scriptures put on a par with that of 
divine sovereignty is that of human 
freedom. God proposes and disposes but 
we are free! 

There is a philosophical approach to the 
solution of that paradox, but we will stick 
with the biblical evidence for its existence. 

And there the one_ incontestable 
argument for human freedom alongside 
divine sovereignty is sin. We can defy the 
divine will. That is precisely what sin 
means in the Bible.

NO OTHER literature in the history of 
mankind speaks so insistently of the 
possibility and reality of sin.

Chances are it is unless the name is 
Rockefeller. 


YET INA TIME when acollege education 


is pretty much taken for granted it takes 
25 big ones for four years at a private 
college.’ 


If that sounds high to you, consider this: 


Tuition for the 1979-80 academic year 
will average $2,923. Room, board, books, 
supplies, transportation and personal 
expenses are estimated at another 
$2,603. 

THE TOTAL—$5,526—is up 10.6 per- 
cent over 1978-79 expenses at the typical 
private college. 


Four years would carry a tab of over 
$22,000, but that doesn’t include any 
price hikes for the next three years. So, if 
you build in only 5 percent yearly inflation, 
the cost for a degree at a private college 
tops $25,000. 


Most people tend to look.at these costs 
on a year-by-year basis. If you do that, then 
$5,526 is still big money. It equals a third 
of an entire year’s income for the typical 
American family. 

SO WHAT'S the answer—skip college? 
No. The best and the brightest need the 
exposure to the library, good minds and 
the discipline that success in a college 


environment demands. _ 
But the cost being what itis, youdoneéd ~

Actually, except for buying a home, 
nothing looms as large as college costs. ~ 

For some, the solution will be to put a

For 
example: $10,000 invested in a high- 
yielding savings account or government 
funds in.1970 would be perhaps $20,000 
today. Interest on the declining balance in 
your account over the next three years 
would turn up another $3,000 or so, 
providing nearly what you need to pay 
those big college bills. 


—You try a public college. Tuition is the 
big cost in college expenses. As noted 
earlier, the cost will be $2,923 at the 
average private college—up 9.4 percent in 
a year.

are two-year public colleges. Their 
average tuition for 1979-80: $389. If you 
go this route for two years, the saving over 
a four-year public school is $582 and over 
the private college it is $5,068. 


Few would say the benefits of attending 
the two-year public college are equal to 
enrollment at a four-year school. But good 
grades for two years usually permit a 
transfer to a four-year college. 


—You consider commuting. The 
College Scholarship Service is of the 
opinion that costs, otherthan tuition, don't 
vary much from college to college. Some 
averages: books and supplies: $230; 
transportation $250-450; personal 
expenses $500. But if you live at home and 
commute, it will cost $750 less yearly than 
living on campus. 


If you commute while attending a com- 
munity college, you can save $1,500. And 
if you transfer to a four-year school where 
you live, you can save another $1,500.

WASHINGTON (NC)— 
The United States “must 
act boldly to provide some 
answer to this ever worse- 

“ning situation” of Vietnam- 
ese refugees, according to 
Bishop Thomas C. Kelly, 
general secretary of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


“Could we not develop a 
free port for these des- 
perate human beings: on 
the island of Guam? You 
may be assured the Cath- 
olic Church offers total 
support for this and any 
other lifesaving endeavor,” 
he said in a telegram sent 
June 15 to President Carter. 


THE TELEGRAM was sent 


after the Malaysian govern- 
ment said it would ship out 
to sea the approximately 
76,000 Vietnamese re- 
fugees currently in Malay- 
sia. Malaysian officials also 
threatened to enact legisla- 
tion to shoot on sight any 
Vietnamese refugees trying 
to enter Malaysia. 


“The disastrous news 
from the government of 
Malaysia, supported by the 
pronouncements by the 
government of Thailand 
and Indonesia, that re- 
fugees from Vietnam would 
be towed out to sea and 
shot if they ever again 
entered local waters chal-

The Verona Fath- 
ers, have over 400 mis- 
sionaries in Uganda. 


According to a statement 
made by Paulist Father 
Robert Curtis, chaplain at 
the UCLA Medical Center, 
Wayne was conscious at the 
time and his whole family 
was present. 


WAYNE'S daughter, Toni 
La Cava of St. Cyril’s parish 
in Encino, told Msgr. Timo- 
thy O’Connell that Wayne 
greatly respected the Cath- 
olic Church, particularly its 
traditions and strong val- 
ues.

The Arizona Atomic Ener-

IN ADDITION to signing 
the petitions, members of 
the parish also joined in a 
demonstration June 10 
sponsored by a local anti- 
nuclear group demanding 
immediate closure of the 
plant. 


Father Gilbert Padilla, St. 
Ambrose pastor, told the 
approximately 200 dem- 
onstrators that it was their 
moral obligation to demand 
American Atomics be clos- 
ed. 


“We have to look out for 
those generations after 
ours. In the name of charity 
and universal mankind it is 
our moral obligation to do 
so,” he said. 


Walter Buckmaster, par- 
“ish council president, said 
the parish will have to wait 
and see whether the pool 
will have to be drained, 
scrubbed down and refill- 
ed. 


AND HE said the council 
still does not know what to 
do about the pool’s pre-paid 
membership fees. 


He said the parish is 
“considering taking legal 
action to make up for the 
cost,” but that such action 
would have to be taken by 
the diocese of Tucson.

THE VICAR OF CHRIST by Walter F. 
’ Murphy. Macmillan, 632 pp. $12.95. 


Walter Murphy has produced a 
behemoth of a novel. Its 600-plus closely 
written pages tell the story of the first 
American pope—Declan Patrick Walsh— 
whose life history is related to us by 
various voices from different periods in his 
career, speaking into a tape recorder held 
by the pope’s biographer. 

First, Master Gunnery Sergeant Michel- 
angelo Guicciadini Jr., retired Marine, who 
served under “the Colonel” (Walsh, of 
course) during the Korean war. 

THIS VIOLENT and tragic account is 

' rather brief and contains a great deal of 
rough language and graphic detail, which 
may well put off the more sensitive reader. 

The second voice is that of Supreme 
Court Justice (retired) Bradly Walker, who

Book Review 


comes across as a gossipy old bore. He 
tells of Walsh's transition from dean of the 
University of Michigan Law School to Chief 
Justice of the United States. 


Interwoven with vignettes of Walsh’s 
private life are detailed accounts of 
Washington politics and the workings of 
justice at its highest level. Murphy has 
written a number of books on law and 
politics, and his thorough knowledge of 
these fields is reflected in this fascinating 
section. 


MOST UNUSUAL is the third portion, 
related by Ugo Galeotti, an aged cardinal. 
He tells us what really goes on at the 
election of a new pope, inthis case, Walsh, 
moving from Trappist monk to bishop of 
Rome, Francesco |. 


The author worked for many years on his 
novel, beginning in 1965, and this section 
is almost prophetic, dealing with the very 
brief tenure of the pope, and the problems 
it raised within the church. 


And, finally, we hear from Robert 
Twisdale, reporter, who describes the 
pope’s death. From these voices we have 
learned of various facets of an extremely 
complex character. 


IT HAS BEEN said that inside every fat 
man is a thin man crying to escape. One 
might paraphrase this to fit Murphy's 
book—inside this obese volume are at 
least three slimmer novels crying for 
release. A severe editorial hand was 
needed. ; 


As it stands now “The Vicar of Christ” is 
far too long, and the total is less effective 
than the individual sections. The author's 
knowledge and insight are nearly lost in 
floods of detail, unnecessary descriptions, 
long conversations. 


With the surplus peeled off, this could 
have been a fine novel. As it is, its size and 
weight will discourage many readers. 
For those with patience, there is much of 
interest, but one has to work for it!

In weakness he found his strength 


SAN BERNARDINO—It can be 
said of Deacon Jack Clinton that 
when he puts his hand to the plow, 
it stays there until he’s finished 
with the last furrow. 

Deacon Clinton, business 
manager for the San Bernardino 
diocese, is the sort who has to go 
“all the way,” a quality which 
resulted in past personal setbacks 
but also brought him deeper into 
the service of God. 

FIFTEEN YEARS ago, Deacon 
Clinton first came to realize, like 
the apostle Paul, that in his 
weakness, he was being made 
strong. A couple of heart attacks 
this past February made him even 
more aware that the paths of 


human frailty are God’s ways of 


love. 


Born in Minnesota 53 year ago, 
Deacon Clinton was raised in 
California where he attended 
parochial schools and graduated 
from Loyola University, Los 
Angeles, with a BA degree in 
accounting. 

While he was a college student, 
Deacon Clinton worked 40 hours a 
- week for IBM Corp., and after he 
graduated he moved up quickly 
from accounting to data process- 
ing sales and then to branch 
manager. 

HE LATER FOUNDED his own 
data processing firm, manu- 
facturing mini-computers. Using 
the same tenacious qualities of 


production and revenues. 


“Even with all that background 
in Catholic education, my 
understanding of religion was only 
an intellectual one—not from 
here,” he said, pointing to his 
heart. 

“| didn’t know what it aeayt to 
be weak and poor because | had 
always been the one in charge. 
That was my failure, but at the 
same time, it was my success. 


“| LEARNED that by becoming 
weak, | could allowthe Spirit of the 
Lord to come in and take over my 
life. It was then that | found | was 
coming closer and closer to being 
a servant.” 

Deacon Clinton uses the word 
“servant” in connection with the 
permanent diaconate. In Mat- 
thew’s gospel, the Lord uses the 
word “diakonos” (in the Greek, 
meaning servant or helper) in 
describing not only his. own 
ministry, but that of his followers. 

Four years ago, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher-of the San Diego diocese 
ordained him during an open air 
liturgy in Magnolia Park, Upland, 
as the church for his parish, St. 
Anthony, wasn’t built yet. 


“WHEN THE BISHOP laid hands 
on my head at the ordination, a 
power went through me that I'd 
never experienced before,” the 
deacon recalled. His ministry was 
launched. 


Deacon Clinton 


are a banner made by his wife 
Noralie. The inscription simply 
reads, “Send Me!” from Isaiah 6:4. 
A sheaf of wheat reminds him of 
Jesus’ words in John 12:25, 
“Unless the wheat grain falls on 
the ground and dies, it remains 
only a single grain.” 

Even though Deacon Clinton 
serves as business manager and 
as executive secretary to the San 
Bernardino diocesan building 
committee, parish ministry still 
beckons him. However, his 


the sick cannot be as frequent 
now. 


AND SINCE his own recent 
illness, doctors have limited his 
time at the Diocesan Pastoral 
Center, San Bernardino, to half a 
day. His co-workers watch the 
clock, because he won't. Once, in 
the middle of a meeting, a co- 
chancellor walked in and ordered, 
“Go home, Jack.” 

Deacon Clinton prescribes to 
living one day at a time; however, 
his managerial ministry often puts 
him in situations of setting time- 
tables, and planning ahead. Such 
was the need when he developed 
the diocesan fund-raising 
campaigns. 

“| have to laugh at my plans 
sometimes, because no matter 
what they are, it is still God’s will 
that’s going to be done,” he said. 


HE LOOKS AT his ministry as 
“being present to one person.” He 
said, “I don’t see it with a cookie- 
cutter concept. | can see the call 
to the diaconal ministry as a way 
of using my talents to assist the 
bishop in unifying the people of 
God.” 

While the demands of the 
ministry have their unique hard- 
ships and demands for personal 
sacrifice, Deacon Clinton’s hand 
remains steady at the plow. And 
he’s not about to look back. :
